I thinke, here being foure ſorts of Oke diffe- 
ring both inthe Leate, Timber and Colour, 
all excellene good. There isalſo good Aſh, 
E\me, Willow, Birch, Beech, Saxatras, luniper 
Cipres,Cedar, Spruce, Pines & Farre that will 
celd abundance of Turpentine, Pitch, Tarre, 
and other materials for building both 
of Ships and Houſes. Alſo bere arc of 
Sumacke Trees, _ for dying and 
ing of Leather, likewiſe ſuctr Trees yeeld 
a precious Gem called Wine Beniamen, that 
8 "= A forpecfumes. Alſo here 
bedivers Roots and Berries wherewith the 
Indians dye excellent holding colours that no 
raine nor waſhing canalter. Alſo, wee have 
materials to make Sope-Aſhes and Salr-Peter 
in aboundance. 

For Beaſts there are ſome Beares, and they 
ſay ſome Lyons alſo; for they have been ſeen 
at Cape Azve. Alſo here are ſeucrall fortsof 
Deere, ſome whereof bring three or foure 

Ones at once, which is not ordinaric in 
Kngland, Alſo Wolucs, Foxes, Beauers, Or- 
ters, Martins, 2reat wild Cars,& a great Beaſt 
called 8 Molke as bizge as an Oxe. I haue ſeen 
the Skins of all theſe Beaſts fince I came to 
this Plantation excepting Lyons. Alſo here 
are great ſtore of Squerrls, ſome greater, and 
fome ſmaller and lefſer :there ace ſome of the

Ew-England bath Water enough both 
ſale and freſh, the greateſt Sean the 
World, the 4rlantiche Sea runs all the 
Coaſt thereof, There are abundance 

along the Shore, ſome full of Wood and Maſt 
to feed Swine ; and others cleere of Wood, 
and fruirfull tro beare Corne. Alſo wee have 
fiore of excellent harbours for Ships, as at 
Cape ane, and at Maſatbeicts Bay, _ and at 
Saris, and at many other places: and they are 
the better becauſe for Strangers there is a ve» 
ric difficult and dangerous paſſage into ther, 
but vato ſuch asare well acquainted with 
them, they are cafic and lato . The 
aboundance of Sca-Fifh are almoſt 
belcening,and ſure [ ſhould ſcarce have belee.

The greateſt Saggemores about vs can not 
make aboue three hundred Men, and other 
leiſe $aggemores haue not aboue hfrcene Sub- 
ies, and echers neerc about vs bur twe, 

Their Subic4s aboue rwelue yeeres fince 
were {wept away by a & gricuons Plagye 
that —_ nr hae there arc = 
few left ro inhabirte the Country. 

The Indians arcnot able ro make vic of the 
one fourth part of the Land,neither haue they 
any ſctled places, as Townes to dwell in, nor 
any ground as they chal tor their owne 
pallelion, bur change rheie ration from 
place to place, :

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Fortheir Searures,they are arall and firong 
hkmmed People, their colours are tawny,they 
goe naked, ſaue onely they are in part coucred 
with Beaſts Skins on one of their ſhoulders, 
and weare fi before their Priuities:

like our Gentelewomen,and one locke longer 
thenthe reſt, much like to our Gentelmen,
